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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The amendments to the claims raise new issues that have not been previously considered. Specifically, the 
claims are not enabled for improvement of the binding affinity of a first ligand. The amendments to the claims also introduce new matter. 

Applicants response has failed to overcome the outstanding rejections under 35 USC 112, 2nd paragraph and 35 USC 103, for the 
reasons stated in the Office Action of 26 October 2004. Applicant argues that "substantially" should be well known by a skilled worker. 
However, this is not persuasive. It is still not clear what the metes and bounds of "substantially" are. The Office has not suggested that 
"substantially" be defined numerically, as Applicant argues. Rather, the Examiner was merely presenting an example to illustrat the lack 
of clarity in the term. Secondly, Applicant has presented arguments with regard to the prior art. Specifically, Applicant argues that 
"Johnson et al. did not bind two ligands to the lectin, and did not determine the relative distance and orientation of two ligands when 
bound to the protein, to construct a composite ligand with enhanced binding affinity for the biological target. This is not persuasive in 
that the instant claims do not recite the construction of a composite ligand and therefore, the combination of Johnson and Bolon under 
35 USC 103 still applies. There is no requirement in the claim that this be a composite ligand 
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
